Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1937* 

The  health  of  the  community  was  satisfactory  during 
the  year,  apart  from  an  outbreak  of  measles. 

The  Birth  Rate  shows  an  increase,  and  the  death 
rate  is  considerably  lower  as  compared  with  the  statistics 
for  1956. 


Cancer,  Heart  Disease  and  Coronary  Disease  collectively 
accounted  for  half  the  deaths.  Five  deaths  were  recorded  during 
1957  on  account  of  Cancer  of  the  Lung  as  compared  with  fifteen 
deaths  from  this  cause  during  1956. 

Detail  concerning  the  above  with  appropriate  comment 
and  other  statistics  relating  to  health,  will  be  found  in  the 
substance  of  this  report. 

Although  the  Council  is  principally  concerned  with 
environmental  hygiene  such  as  housing,  the  provision  of  pure 
water  supplies,  sewage  disposal  and  clean  food  production, 
nevertheless,  the  personal  health  services  and  other  factors 
influencing  health  are  of  interest,  and  comment  thereon  should 
not  be  excluded  from  a report  on  public  health.  The  personal 
health  services  administered  by  the  County  Council  include 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  The  School  Health  Service,  The 
Mental  Health  Service  and  Home  Help  Service. 

Improvements  in  housing  and  accommodation  of  all  kinds 
are  still  necessary  but  increasing  attention  is  now  given  to 
the  occupants.  Domiciliary  care  is  extended  to  the  aged,  the 
physically  and  mentally  handicapped  and  to  the  problem  family. 

The  activities  of  local  communities  interested  in  the  welfare 
of  the  aged  and  the  health  visitor,  all  make  contributions  to 
the  personal  welfare  and  reduce  the  demands  on  hospital  and 
welfare  accommodation. 

The  Clean  Air  Act  of  1956  is  designed  to  increase  the 
powers  of  Local  Authorities  over  the  emission  of  industrial 
smoke  and  to  facilitate  the  establishment  of  smoke  control 
areas.  Much  research  is  now  undertaken  on  the  physical, 
chemical  and  medical  aspects  of  air  pollution  and  it  is  likely 
that  clean  air  legislation  will  be  strengthened  as  further 
knowledge  becomes  available. 

The  control  of  tuberculosis  has  been  assisted  since 
the  'war  by  improved  housing  standards,  improvements  in  case 
finding  with  isolation  and  treatment  of  the  infectious  person, 
the  examination  of  all  contacts  and  their  subsequent  super- 
vision, new  drugs  and  B.C.G.  vaccination.  The  visits  of  Mass 
X-Ray  Units  are  of  value  in  the  detection  of  unknown  cases, 
but  as  might  be  expected,  the  yield  of  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  by  this  means  varies  throughout  the  country 
from  barely  one  case  per  thousand  examined  to  a figure  of 
3*5  per  thousand.

During  1956,  in  England  & Wales,  there  were  794  more 
male  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung  than  in  1955 , an  increase 
of  5*4  per  cent,  Tobacco  smoking  and  air  pollution  are  the 
two  main  factors,  particularly  cigarette  smoking,  A survey 
on  the  deaths  of  British  doctors  whose  smoking  habits  had  been 
previously  ascertained,  showed  that  the  de^th  rate  from  Lung 
Cancer  rose  in  proportion  to  the  amount  smoked.  The  figures 
also  showed  that  the  mortality  rate  was  lower  amongst  those 
giving  up  smoking  and  diminished  progressively  with  the 
increase  in  time  during  which  smoking  had  been  given  up. 

In  the  report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1956, 
of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  makes 
some  interesting  comments  on  mental  health.  The  number  of 
patients  in  residence  under  the  Lunancy  and  Mental  Treatment 
Acts  in  1956  was  149,219  and  the  number  of  mental  defectives 
in  residence  was  213,230,  It  appears  that  the  Regional 
Hospital  Boards  allocated  34%  of  their  total  capital  expenditure 
on  mental  and  mental  deficiency  hospitals,  although  many  types 
of  mental  illness  can  be  treated  as  cut-patients.  During  1956, 
figures  for  out-patients  attendances  at  the  various  hospitals 
in  England  Sc  Wales  is  given  as  762,072,  It  is  apparent  that 
mental  health  is  a large  and  complicated  subject,  influenced 
by  many  circumstances,  and  of  interest  to  all  types  of  Local 
Authority,  Mental  hygiene,  or  preventive  psychiatry,  is 
generally  accepted  as  worthy  of  further  development,  A proper 
appreciation  by  parents  and  teachers,  of  the  healthy  em&tional 
progress  of  children  from  infancy  onwards,  is  a basic  necessity, 

Nowadays  the  public  shows  a lively  interest  in  all 
aspects  of  health  education  and  receives  advice  and  instruction 
from  many  sources.  Few  regular  weekly  publications  fail  to 
produce  an  article  on  health  or  physical  fitness,  and  the 
British  Medical  Association  has  produced  its  own  periodical 
for  the  instruction  of  the  public.  This  general  concern  over 
health  is  not  likely  to  diminish  and  it  is  important  that  the 
public  should  not  be  misinformed.  The  recent  B.C.G,  television 
series  "Your  Life  in  their  Hands”  dramatised  the  rare  operative 
procedures  sometimes  undertaken  in  large  hospitals,  but  failed 
to  seize  the  opportunity  to  advise  the  public  on  the  simple 
hygienic  practices  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  dysentery, 
food  poisoning  and  similar  intestinal  infections. 

The  procedure  for  the  notification  of  infectious 
diseases  requires  review  and  consolidation.  Infectious 
Diseases  such  as  Dysentery,  Food  Poisoning  and  Poliomyelitis 
may  only  be  diagnosed  with  certainty  after  laboratory 
investigation  and  the  isolation  of  the  causitive  organism. 
Notification  is  occasionally  received,  after  admission  to 
hospital  and  laboratory  investigation,  with  consequent  delay 
in  the  institution  of  means  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 
There  is  a tendency  to  consider  Scarlet  Fever  as  a disease  of 
little  importance  nowadays.  Positive  action  is  still  necessary 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  this  and  allied  streptococcal 
infections,  particularly  in  view  of  the  large  amount  of  milk 
produced  in  the  area.  Certain  strains  of  Streptococci 
isolated  during  Scarlet  Fever  outbreaks  have  been  responsible 
for  severe  Nephritis  as  a complication. 

The  campaign  to  immunise  school  children  and 
expectant  mothers  against  Poliomyelitis  and  those  exposed 
to  special  risk  will  no  doubt  in  time  be  extended  to  the 
population^  as  a whole  and  will  be  a valuable  preventive 
measure  of  this  serious  infection.  Clean  food  production 
and  the  practice  of  good  hygiene  in  the  home  must  not  be 
neglected  however. 
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Sporadic  infections  "by  the  organism  of  food 
poisoning  occur  from  time  to  time,  also  small  outbreaks  of 
Dysentery  due  to  the  Sonsoe  Bacillus.  Routine  measures  of 
control  include  segregation  and  treatment  of  the  patient, 
house  and  garden  quarantine  and  bacteriological  investigation 
of  contacts,  with  their  subsequent  exclusion  from  school  or 
employment  if  found  necessary.  No  contact  is  permitted  to 
resume  school  or  employment  -until  bacteriologically  proved 
to  be  free  from  infection.  These  procedures  occasion  many 
visits  to  the  home  of  patients  by  Health  Inspectors  when  the 
opportunity  is  also  taken  to  give  the  necessary  advice  on 
personal  hygiene. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Bath  has  provided 
invaluable  service  during  the  year  and  has  examined  and 
reported  on  a large  amount  of  material.  A confident  and 
firm  diagnosis  of  many  infections  would  be  quite  impossible 
without  this  service.  Dr.  Paul  Mann,  the  Director  of  the 
Bath  Laboratory,  is  always  most  co-operative  and  of  great 
assistance  in  dealing  with  outbreaks  of  all  forms  of  infection. 

The  cost  of  the  National  Health  Service  is  of  interest; 
only  figures  for  1956  however  are  available  at  present.  The 
Report  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  year  ended,  1956  states 
that  the' cost  of  the  National  Health  Service  was  £535 ,000, 000; 
Hospital,  Specialist  and  General  Medical  Services  was  £360,000,000 
or  67%  Local  Health  Authorities  engaged  in  the  prevention  of 
disease  and  personal  health  accounted  for  £46,000,000  or  only 
The  report  shows,  amongst  others,  as  sources  of  finance, 
Exchequer  £423*000,000  {79%)  transfer  from  National  Insurance 
Fund  £36,000,000  Superannuation  Contributions  £27,000,000 

(3%)  Rates  £22,000,000  (4 &%) .

The  Death  Rate  for  the  Borough  is  considerably  lower 
this  year  hy  comparison  with  the  rate  for  1956  which  was  16.0 
per  1000  of  the  population. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  Death  Rate  for  the  Borough 
quoted  above, takes  into  account  deaths  occurring  at  St.  Andrews 
Hospital.  During  1957  a total  of  84  persons  died  in  this 
hospital,  and  of  that  number,  only  38  persons  were  residents  of 
Chippenham. 

The  Death  Rate,  adjusted  on  this  basis,  would  therefore 
be  9.5  per  1000  of  the  population. 

From  the  1st  January,  1956?  a death  in  a chronic  sick 
or  mental  hospital  will  be  assigned  by  the  Registrar  General  to 
the  area  of  occurrence  only  if  the  deceased  had  been  there  for 
six  months  or  more.

NOTE:- 
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Arrangements  have  been  made  in  conjunction  with  the 
Engineer,  Caine  & Chippenham  Rural  District  Council  for 
regular  bacteriological  examination  of  the  treated  water 
leaving  the  reservoirs  at  Yewstock,  Five  Ways  and  Bowden 
Hill.  These  reservoirs  also  serve  parts  of  the  area 
administered  by  the  Caine  & Chippenham  Rural  District 
Council.  Estimations  of  the  free  chlorine  content  of  the 
water  leaving  these  reservoirs  are  made  at  the  time  of 
sampling  and  the  results  forwarded  to  the  Borough  Surveyor 
and  Water  Engineer,  and  the  Engineer,  Caine  & Chippenham 
Rural  District,  in  addition  to  the  results  of  the  bacter- 
iological investigations.  This  procedure  is  in  addition 
to  the  routine  samples  of  the  water  taken  from  the  public 
mains  both  within  the  Borough  boundary  and  throughout  the 
Rural  District. 

Reports  have,  from  time  to  time,  been  given  to 
the  Public  Health  Committee  whenever  any  departures  from  the 
optimum  standards  of  the  water  from  the  bores  or  in  supply, 
have  occurred.

If  a chlorinated  water  shows  the  presence  of  coliform 
organisms,  an  investigation  into  the  efficiency  and  working 
of  the  treatment  plant  should  "be  undertaken1'. 

RAW  WATER. 

The  presence  of  faecal  coli  in  the  samples  of  the 
raw  water  from  Bores  2,3  and  5 emphasises  the  requirement  of 
adequate  chlorination  of  these  sources. 

AIM  OF  ROUTIITE  BACTERIOLOG-ICAL  EXAMINATION . 

The  greatest  danger  associated  with  drinking  water 
is  the  possibility  of  its  recent  contamination  by  sewage  or 
by  human  excrement.  Most  waters,  in  the  natural  course  of 
events  are  subject  at  some  stage  to  sewage  manural  pollution. 
When  the  pollution  is  of  human  origin  and  of  sufficiently 
recent  occurrence,  and  when  among  the  contributors  there  are 
cases  or  carriers  of  such  infectious  diseases  as  enteric 
(Typhoid  or  Paratyphoid)  Fever,  or  Dysentery,  the  water  will 
almost  certainly  contain  living  germs  of  these  diseases;  the 
drinking  of  such  water  may  result  in  fresh  cases  of  the  disease. 
When  by  some  mishap  or  breakdown  in  the  normal  precautions, 
these  conditions  arise  in  a public  supply,  the  consequences 
may  be  explosive  and  widespread  such  as  the  Croydon  outbreak 
of  Typhoid  Fever  in  1937. 

Unrecognised  carriers  of  disease  are  sufficiently 
numerous  to  keep  the  sewage  effluents  of  populous  areas 
regularly  contaminated  with  the  microbes  of  disease. 

The  routine  bacteriological  examination  of  water 
aims  at  the  detection  of  pollution  by  sewage  and  consists  in 
the  search  for  an  organism  known  as  the  Bact.  Coli.  If  this 
organism  is  not  found  in  the  water,  it  can  with  reasonable 
safety  be  inferred  that  disease  producing  organisms  are  absent 
also.  When  the  water  contains  large  numbers  of  Bact.  Coli, 
dangerous  organisms  may  also  be  present  and  the  existence  of 
recent  faecal  pollution  is  proved. 

Pollution  of  the  water  sources  is  still  evident,  and 
emphasises  the  need  for  adequate  chlorination  and  period  of 
contact. 


All  water  intended  for  drinking  should  show  no 
Coliform  Bacteria  in  100  ml.  Many  natural  waters  reach  this 
standard,  and  since  it  is  readily  attainable  by  effective 
treatment,  no  treated  water  that  has  been  chlorinated  should 
fail  to  do  so. 

My  reports  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  dated 
22nd.  October,  1956,  20th.  December,  1956  and  23rd.  January, 
1957  also  refer.

The  continued  development  of  the  Borough  by  the 
erection  of  houses  by  both  the  Council  and  private  enterprise 
has  required  the  extension  of  water  distribution  mains  in  many 
parts  of  the  Borough  and  it  appears  this  kind  of  work  will  be 
required  for  some  years. 

Refuse  collection. 

Refuse  collection  in  the  Borough  continues  to  be 
carried  out  by  two  covered  vehicles.  The  collection  of  house 
and  trade  refuse  is  carried  out  weekly  and  additional 
collections  are  made  from  premises  such  as  cafes,  food  shops 
etc. , where  food  is  being  handled.  This  work  is  under 
continuous  review  to  re-route  collection  to  deal  with  new  houses 
erected  in  the  Borough. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  two 
sites,  namely,  The  Cuttings,  Bath  Road  and  the  disused  River 
Channel  at  Westmead.  The  latter  site  is  used  for  Summer 
tipping  and  the  former  during  the  winter  months.  At  both 
tips  the  handling  and  covering  of  refuse  is  done  mechanically 
and  is  proving  satisfactory.

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Pull  use  is  made  of  insecticides  in  refuse 
collection  and  as  tip  dressing;  and  the  eradication  of 
rats  is  frequently  done  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Senior  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal . 

The  position  and  prospect  of  improving  the  sewerage 
system  and  sewage  works  has  not  changed  during  the  year. 

Capital  investment  restrictions  and  shortage  of 
engineering  staff  have  combined  to  delay  the  preparation  of 
much  needed  improvement  schemes  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  works . 

In  the  meantime  the  sewage  works  at  Westmead  and  at 
Patterdown  are  dealing  with  the  sewage  as  well  as  can  be 
expected,  and  all  possible  action  is  being  taken  to  reduce 
pollution  of  the  River  to  a minimum.

844  Inspections  were  made  of  421  premises  in 
connection  with  Housing  and  Nuisances,  and  as  a result, 

131  notices  were  served  requiring  the  abatement  of 
nuisances  and  housing  repairs.  3 Statutory  Notices 
were  served  and  complied  with. 

A disturbing  feature  is  not  the  high  number  of 
complaints,  but  the  increasing  number  of  visits  needed  to 
get  matters  remedied.  Much  time  is  spent  in  interviewing 
owners  and  contractors  in  an  endeavour  to  get  works  completed. 

Sewerage  and  Closet  Conversions . 

10  houses  on  the  South  side  of  the  Folly,  Bristol  Road 
were  connected  up  to  the  new  sewer  provided  for  the  First 
Stage  of  the  Bristol  Road  Housing  Scheme. 

When  the  year  closed,  arrangements  were  well  in  hand  for 
the  extension  of  the  sewer  on  the  North  side  of  The  Folly, 
Bristol  Road.  A sanitary  survey  earlier  in  the  year  had 
shown  the  drainage  arrangements  to  be  unsatisfactory  - one 
house  draining  into  the  brook,  8 houses  into  open  cesspools 
and  6 houses  into  good  cesspools.  All  are  to  be  connected 
up  to  the  town  sewerage  system  and  seven  pail  closets 
converted  to  water  closets.

DISINFECTION 


Disinfection  w as  carried  out  in  6 homes  and  one  hospital 
(twice)  after  infectious  diseases.  Bedding  and  similar 
articles  are  treated  by  steam  or  destroyed  when  this  is 
considered  necessary.  No  charge  is  mode  for  fumigation  or 
steam  disinfection  when  this  is  done  because  of  infectious 
disease . 

Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order  1957. 

The  Council  accepted  delegation  from  the  County  Council 
of  this  Order  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st.  June,  under 
which  all  waste  food  fed  to  animals  and  poultry  must  be 
boiled  for  at  least  one  hour  in  approved  and  licensed 
equipment.  Fifteen  pig-keepers  premises  in  the  Borough  were 
inspected  and  four  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  These  were 
subsequently  put  in  order.  Two  licences  had  been  issued  by 
the  Ministry  under  a previous  order  and  the  Council  issued  a 
further  six. 

ERADICATION  OF  VERMIN. 

Some  cases  of  verminous  infestation  we re  dealt  with  by 
the  use  of  D.D.T.  and  Gammexane  Insecticides. 

Pet  Animals  Act  1951. 

Three  licences  were  issued  to  keep  pet  shops.  These 
premises  are  inspected,  although  the  only  pets  sold  are  cage- 
birds,  gold-fish  and  tortoises. 


RODENT  CONTROL 
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The  methods  used  have,  on  the  whole,  become  standardised 
throughout  the  country,  and  are  as  recommended  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Poisons  used  are  Zinc  Phosphide,  Arsenious  Oxide,  Warfarin, 
A.N. T.U.  and  Red  Squill. 

The  sewers,  brooks  and  sewage  outfall  works  are  now 
treated  as  a routine  measure  twice  yearly,  the  refuse  tip  is 
closely  watched  and  treated  as  often  as  may  be  necessary.

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INSPECTI  ON  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOL  - 
MEAT  INSPECTION 

Both  Bacon  Factories  continued  to  maintain  the  heavy 
slaughtering  of  the  last  few  years.  The  Wiltshire  Bacon 
Company,  during  the  year,  slaughtered  some  pigs  on 

their  premises.  Messrs.  Spear  Bros.  & Clark  killed  6,10if. 

A system  of  detention  is  operated  at  the  bacon  factory 
slaughterhouses.  Factory  operatives,  instructed  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors, examine  the  pigs  during  the  course  of  slaughter, 
incising  the  head  and  offal  glands.  Animals  which  show  any 
disease  or  abnormalities  in  carcase  or  organs  are  detained  and 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  meat  inspector  while  he  is  engaged 
on  routine  meat  inspection.  This  system  of  detention  is 
the  best  that  can  be  adopted  under  the  circumstances,  obviates 
a full-time  meat  inspector  and  is  working  well  in  practice. 

The  slaugherhouse  in  St.  Mary’s  Place  was  not  used  as  such 
after  June  1956,  and  has  now  been  converted  for  other  purpos.es. 

The  lease  of  the  River  Street  slaughterhouse  expired  in 
September  and  the  Chippenham  Butchers’  Association  gave  up 
occupation  of  the  premises.  They  were  then  taken  over  by  Mr. 

T.  Cartright,  who  is  carrying  on  a small  wholesale  business  there, 
supplying  f reshly -killed  meat  to  the  local  butchers. 

The  slaughterhouse  is  very  old,  and  badly  designed,  but  with 
the  considerable  reduction  in  the  kill  since  it  was  used  by  the 
Ministry,  it  is  easier  to  maintain  a higher  standard  of  hygiene. 

One  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection  is  carried  out  in  this 
slaughterhouse . 

The  vehicles  used  for  the  transport  of  meat  in  this  area  have 
been  maintained  in  fair  condition.

Routine  examination  of  beef  carcases  and  organs  is  carried 
out  to  detect  the  parasite  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  as  required  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food.  Cysticercus  Bovis  is  the  cystic  stage  of  taenia 
saginata,  the  tapeworm  of  man.  During  the  year  9 cases  were  found, 
the  cysts  being  located  in  the  head  in  5 cases  and  in  the  heart  in 
if  cases.  Where  infestation  is  localised,  the  part  of  the  carcase 
or  the  organ  affected  is  rejected  as  unfit  for  human  consumption; 
the  remainder  of  the  carcase  is  placed  in  cold  storage  at  a 
temperature  not  exceeding  20°F  for  a period  of  three  weeks,  and  then 
released  for  human  consumption.  Failing  refrigeration,  the  entire 
carcase  and  offal  is  rejected. 


Method  of  disposal  of  condemned  food . 

All  carcases  end  offals  found  at  the  Bacon  Factories  and 
Slaughterhouses  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  are  mutilated 
and  dyed  prior  to  disposal.  Tinned  and  other  packaged  foodstuffs 
are  collected  and  disposed  of  on  Council’s  Refuse  Tip.

As  csn  be  seen  from  the  teble,  hot  and  cold  water  supplies  were 
installed  in  1J  premises.  Generally,  we  have  received  willing 
co-operation  from  the  tradesmen  in  providing  the  necessary  equipment 
Food  Hygiene  is  being  recognised  as  good  business  by  increasing 
number  of  traders.  In  my  view,  advances  are  obvious  in  methods  of 
preparation  and  display. 

A certificate  of  exemption  was  issued  to  the  Westinghouse 
Brake  oc  Signal  Co. Ltd.  from  the  provisions  of  Regulation  1 J of  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955  (provision  of  first  aid  materials 
in  food  premises) 

Constant  supervision  is  exercised  over  the  stalls  retailing 
foodstuffs  in  the  weekly  market. 

Fish  Fryers  - additional  steel  litter  baskets  were  provided  in 
the  vicinity  of  these  shops,  and  fish  fryers  were  asked  to  display 
notices  which  were  issued  to  them  asking  the  public  to  co-operate 
in  the  Council’s  efforts  to  keep  the  streets  tidy. 

A report  was  presented  to  the  Council  upon  the  poor  structural 
condition  of  a temporary  shop  at  Redlands, the  shortage  of  facilities 
for  the  type  of  business  carried  on  at  the  premises  and  the 
inability  of  the  owner  to  conform  to  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

The  owner  was  given  the  opportunity  to  erect  permanent  premises 
which  he  accepted,  the  Council  leasing  him  a plot  of  land  for  the 
purpose.  The  new  premises  were  opened  early  in  1958.

Of  the  9^  samples  of  T. T. milks  taken,  22  failed  the  standard 
required  by  the  Milk(Special  De signati on) ( Raw  Milk)  Regulations, 
I949/9O.  Failures  were  notified  to  the  County  Milk  Regulations 
Officer  in  order  that  investigations  could  be  made  on  the 
producers’  premises  by  the  Milk  Production  Advisory  Officers. 

As  a check  on  the  efficiency  of  milk  bottle  cleansing  13  sets 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  were  satisfactory. 

Difficulty  is  often  experienced  at  the  bottle  washing  plants 
due  to  the  filthy  condition  of  many  bottles  when  returned. 

Householders  are  advised  to  rinse  milk  bottles  directly  they  are 
emptied,  not  to  use  them  for  any  other  purposes,  and  to  return 
them  to  the  distributors  promptly. 

The  Borough  is,  of  course,  now  in  a Specified  Areas  Order. 

All  milk  now  sold  by  retail  must  be  "specially  Designated"  milk, 

(that  is,  pasteurised,  sterilised,  or  tuberculin  tested  milk).

Of  the  80  samples  taken,  JQ  were  satisfactory  and  placed  in 
Provisional  Grades  1 and  2. 

The  two  samples  which  failed  to  reach  these  grades  were  cf  ice- 
cream manufactured  outside  the  Borough. 

As  is  so  well-known,  the  gradings  are  provisional  only,  and  no 
bacteriological  standards  have  yet  beennrescribed.  The  Ministry 
are  being  pressed  in  some  quarters  to  strengthen  the  Regulations  by 
fixing  a standard  which  could  be  enforced.
